Troops the Slip. 


1KOTHEE DAT OF HARD FIGHTING. 


SWEPT 
CLEAN 


Province of Cavite Swept l>y Wheatou 


and Law ton. Trenches Stormed and ttie 
Enemy Put to Flight—Natives Eluded 
Their !Pur«uer» by Disappearing Uuder 
Cover of Nlgbt. 


• Manilla, June 12.—As the result of 
the movement of American troops in 
the province of Cavite, a long line of 
insurgent trenches have been cleared 
and-Filipino occupation of the isthmus 
broken. 
The important coast towns 


of Paranaque and Las Pinas are now 
under Uncle Sam's control. 


The Insurgents have again proved 


their facility as dodgers, between 3,- 
000 and 4,000 warriors, who seemed 
destined to be captured,-having disap- 
peared, the majority sliding away un- 
der cover of the night, after fighting 
the Americans all day. Some other*: 
came to nj§.et our troops, with protes- 
tations of''friendship. 
' 


The Thirteenth infantry 
lost one 


man killed and six wounded, the Ninth 
infantry .one killed and five wounded, 
the Fourteenth infantry three wound- 
ed, and the First Colorado volunteer 
regiment 11 wounded. 


T/he work was the hardest our army 


has seen. The battlefield stretched out 
across the entire isthmus from La- 
furia de Bay to the harhor. While the 
troops were advancing, the army gun- 
boatNapidan.in the river nearTaguig, 
ihelred the enemy, killing several o£ 
them. The monitor Monadnock and 
the gunboat Helena shelled Paranaquo 
and I/as Pip&s ay clay with the full 
-power of their batteries. 
' 


The Filipino sharpshooters kept in 


liiding until the American lines had 
paaseii, an,d then attempted to spot 
stragglers from the trees. Owing to 
their poor marksmanship, this was 
•without result. 


Troops Stripped. 


' The whole country proved to be a 
Buccession of small hills, with boggy 
ground between the high, thick crass, 
and bushed in the hollows, which 
jreatly added to the difficulty of the 
advance, but gave shelter that saved 
many from the enemy's bullets. Our 
men threw away their blankets, coats 
aid even haversacks, stripping to the 
waist and trusting to luck for food. 
Water could not be obtained, and there 
was much discomfort after the can- 
teens were emptied. 


At the outset the Colorados, the 


Ninth infantry and the Twenty-first 
infantry forced the line of Insurgent 
trenches, wheeled to the left and drove 
tbe enemy toward the lake. During 
this manoeuver the Filipinos in con- 
cealed trenches on the right opened an 
enfilading fire, but the brigade, partly 
owing to the high grass, had few hit. 
The Ninth Infantry crept around to 
the right, flanking the trenches, driv- 
ing out the Filipinos and killing many 
of them. 


The Colorado regiment advanced to 


the lake. Two companies-encountered 
trenches on top" of a knoll, where the 
Filipinos stood waist high above a 
trench,' pouring a volley upon the ad- 
vancing Americans. 
The Colorado 


troops charged and drove them out, 
Lieutenant 
Colonel 
Moses 
being 


weunded in the arm as he jumped 
into the trench.

they were easily repulsed, the Ameri- 
can artillery coming to the crest of the 
hill and shelling them. 


In the afternoon General Wheaton's 


brigade, headed by General Lawton, 
encountered a large force o£ Filipinos 
in the shelter of the trees. General 
Lawton had a narrow escape. In the 
first volley of the enemy the horses of 
three of his staff officers were shot 
from under them. 
The Colorado regi- 


ment b.oj£ .yje hrujit 9f this attack and 
dispersed the Filipinos. 
! Hardly had they finished off that lot 
when a large force appeared in the 
rear, which the Ninth infantry and a 
part of the Colorado regiment drove 
away. ,fiy this time nearly the whole 
division was around Las Pinas. 


The Americans camped for the night 


south of the town and in the midst 
of a heavy rain. In the morning Gen- 
eral 
Wheaton 
advanced upon 
Las 


Pinas. with a troop of cavalry, the 
Twenty-nrst 
infantry, the 
Colorado 


regiment, part of the Ninth infantry 
and two mountain guns, crossing two 
streams and entering the town without 
firing a shot. 


He then advanced upon Paranaque. 
So far as can yet be ascertained the 


Filipino loss is about 50 killed, about 
350 wounded and 20 taken prisoners. 
The whole country is net worked with 
trenches and the enemy scurried from 
shelter to shelter.
